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Rationale 

Rationale  for  Learning  German 

Studying  the  German  language  opens  the  door  to  understanding  and  participating  in  an 
influential  world  culture  with  close  relationships  to  both  the  English  language  and  our 
contemporary  way  of  life. 

Communication  with  people  living  in  much  of  northern  and  central  Europe  is  possible  for 
those  who  know  the  German  language.  Approximately  120  million  people  speak  German: 
it  is  the  official  language  of  Austria  and  Germany,  and  it  is  one  several  official  languages 
in  Liechtenstein,  Luxemburg  and  Switzerland.  In  Belgium  and  Denmark,  German  is  a 
language  with  special  status.  The  fact  that  UNESCO  recognizes  German  as  one  of  its 
official  languages  underscores  the  international  importance  of  German. 

German  can  be  an  important  key  to  communication  in  many  parts  of  the  world  beyond  the 
German-speaking  nations  as  well.  In  Eastern  Europe,  for  example,  the  use  of  German  as 
a  major  language  of  business  has  been  increasing  in  recent  years.  For  citizens  of  Canada, 
German  was  the  third  main  mother  tongue  in  1991 ,  after  English  and  French.  In  Alberta, 
about  73,000  people  reported  German  as  their  mother  tongue  in  that  same  year. 

Learning  German  as  another  language  is  to  embark  on  a  profound  experience  of  cross- 
cultural  exploration.   Contributions  from  German  culture  have  shaped  such  areas  as 
science,  technology,  music,  religion,  politics  -  to  name  but  a  few.  Over  the  centuries, 
German  has  had  profound  impact,  in  both  positive  and  negative  ways,  far  beyond  the 
borders  of  nations  where  the  language  is  spoken.  Students  are  able  to  better  understand 
their  own  life,  culture  and  language  when  they  have  the  opportunity  to  experience  the 
culture  and  language  of  people  from  the  German-speaking  nations. 

For  those  students  who  already  have  some  knowledge  of  German  or  a  family  connection  to 
the  culture,  there  is  the  opportunity  to  renew  contact  with  their  ancestral  language  and 
culture,  or  to  maintain  and  develop  literacy  in  a  first  language  that  is  not  the  majority 
language  in  the  community. 

The  value,  for  Canadian  society  as  a  whole,  of  learning  German  can  be  summarized  as 
follows: 

•  Increased  awareness  of  and  sensitivity  to  cultural  and  linguistic  diversity; 

•  Enhanced  role  in  the  international  community; 

•  Improved  potential  in  the  Canadian  and  the  global  marketplace  and  workplace. 

There  are  also  many  personal  reasons  for  learning  German,  or  for  enrolling  one's  children 
in  a  German  course  at  school  or  in  a  community  program.  Students  who  have  no  previous 
knowledge  of  the  language  can  look  forward  to: 
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•  More  opportunity  to  communicate  directly  with  German-speaking  people,  and  gain 
a  deeper  insight  into  their  own  culture  and  language; 

•  Broader  range  of  educational,  career  and  leisure  opportunities. 

•  Opportunity  to  meet  the  entrance  requirements  of  many  faculties  in  the  Arts, 
Sciences,  and  professional  programs  at  most  universities  in  Alberta  and  across 
Canada. 

Students  receive  additional,  indirect  benefits  from  learning  German  as  an  additional 
language: 

•  Development  of  increased  competence  in  their  use  of  English,  or  in  other  languages 
they  may  know; 

•  Enhanced  cognitive  functioning,  particularly  increased  ability  to  conceptualize,  to 
think  abstractly,  more  cognitive  flexibility,  greater  divergent  thinking,  creativity 
and  metalinguistic  competence. 


Assumptions 

The  following  are  statements  of  assumptions  which  have  guided  the  process  of 
development  of  the  German  Language  and  Culture  Grade  7  to  Grade  9  Program  of  Studies: 

•  Language  is  communication; 

•  Language  is  culture; 

•  All  students  can  be  successful  learners  of  language  and  culture,  although  they  will 
learn  in  a  variety  of  ways  and  acquire  proficiency  at  varied  rates; 

•  All  languages  can  be  taught  and  learned; 

•  Learning  German  as  another  language  leads  to  enhanced  learning  in  both  the 
student's  primary  language  and  in  related  areas  of  cognitive  development  and 
knowledge  acquisition.  This  is  true  of  students  who  come  to  the  class  with  no 
knowledge  of  German,  who  are  learning  it  as  a  second  or  additional  language.  It  is 
also  true  for  those  who  have  some  knowledge  of  German  and  develop  literacy  skills 
in  that  language. 
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The  Conceptual  Model 


The  aim  of  this  Program  of Studies  is  the  development  of  communicative  competence*  in 
the  German  language. 

Four  Components 

For  the  purposes  of  this  Program  of  Studies,  communicative  competence  is  represented  by 
four  interrelated  and  interdependent  components: 

Applications  deal  with  what  the  students  will  be  able  to  do  with  the  language,  the 

functions  they  will  be  able  to  perform  and  the  contexts  in  which  they  will  be  able  to 

operate. 

Linguistic  Competence  addresses  the  students'  knowledge  of  the  language  and  their 

ability  to  use  that  knowledge  to  understand  and  produce  meaningful  texts*  appropriate  to 

the  situation  in  which  they  are  used. 

Global  Citizenship  aims  to  develop  intercultural  competence  with  a  particular  focus  on 

cultures  associated  with  German. 

Strategies  help  students  learn  and  communicate  more  effectively  and  more  efficiently. 

Each  of  these  components  is  described  more  fully  at  the  beginning  of  the  corresponding 
section  of  the  Program  of  Studies  itself. 


A  Spiral  Progression 

Language  learning  is  integrative,  not 
merely  cumulative.  Each  new  element 
that  is  added  must  be  integrated  into  the 
whole  of  what  has  gone  before.  The 
model  that  best  represents  the  students' 
language  learning  progress  is  an 
expanding  spiral.  Their  progression  is 
not  only  vertical  (e.g.  increased 
proficiency),  but  also  horizontal  (e.g. 
broader  range  of  applications,  experience 
with  more  vocabulary,  text  forms1, 
contexts  and  so  on).  The  spiral  also 
represents  how  language  learning 
activities  are  best  structured.  Particular

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Organization  of  the  Program  of  Studies  for  German

General  Learning  Outcomes 

General  learning  outcomes  are  broad  statements  identifying  the  knowledge,  skills  and 
attitudes  that  students  are  expected  to  achieve  in  the  course  of  their  language  learning 
experience.  The  four  general  learning  outcomes  serve  as  the  foundation  for  the  German 
Language  and  Culture  Program  of  Studies  Grade  7  to  Grade  9  and  are  based  on  the 
conceptual  model  outlined  above. 

•  Students  will  use  German  in  a  variety  of  situations  and  for  a  variety  of  purposes. 

•  Students  will  understand  and  produce  German  effectively  and  competently  in 
spoken  and  written  forms. 

•  Students  will  know  and  use  strategies  to  maximize  effectiveness  of  learning  and 
communication. 

•  Students  will  acquire  the  knowledge,  attitudes  and  skills  to  be  effective  global 
citizens  through  exploration  of  German-speaking  cultures. 

The  order  in  which  the  general  learning  outcomes  are  presented  in  the  Program  of  Studies 
does  not  represent  a  sequential  order,  nor  does  it  indicate  the  relative  importance  of  each 
component.  A  jurisdiction  may  choose  to  emphasize  or  expand  one  component  more  than 
others  in  response  to  the  needs  and  interests  of  its  clientele. 

Specific  Learning  Outcomes 

Each  general  learning  outcome  is  further  broken  down  into  specific  learning  outcomes  that 
students  are  to  achieve  by  the  end  of  each  grade.  The  specific  learning  outcomes  are 
interrelated  and  interdependent.  In  most  classroom  activities,  a  number  of  learning 
outcomes  will  be  dealt  with  in  an  integrated  manner. 

The  specific  learning  outcomes  are  categorized  under  cluster  headings  which  show  the 
scope  of  each  of  the  four  general  learning  outcomes.  These  headings  are  shown  as  bullets 
in  the  table  on  the  following  page. 

The  specific  learning  outcomes  are  further  categorized  by  strands  which  show  the 
developmental  flow  of  learning  from  the  beginning  to  the  end  of  the  program.  However,  a 
learning  outcome  for  a  particular  grade  will  not  be  dealt  with  only  in  that  particular  year 
of  the  program.  The  spiral  progression  that  is  part  of  the  conceptual  model  means  that 
activities  in  the  years  preceding  will  prepare  the  ground  for  the  acquisition  and  in  the 
years  following  will  broaden  its  applications. 
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German  Language  and  Culture 

Grade  7  to  Grade  9 


This  section  provides  specific  learning  outcomes  for  each  junior  high  school  grade  of  a  six- 
year  course  of  study  beginning  with  grade  7  and  ending  with  grade  12.  The  learning 
outcomes  reflect  not  only  the  level  of  competence  expected  of  students  at  any  particular 
grade,  but  also  take  into  consideration  the  developmental  levels  of  the  students. 

Please  note:  The  German  Language  and  Culture  Program  of  Studies  Grade  7  to  Grade  9 
is  based  on  a  minimum  time  allotment  for  daily  instruction.  The  minimum  instructional 
time  is  from  30-40  minutes  per  day  at  the  middle  level  grades  7  to  9.  Student  progress  is 
not  measured  and  reported  based  on  years  of  programming,  but  on  actual  outcomes 
attained.  Student  placement  at  the  high  school  level,  therefore,  depends  entirely  on  the 
level  of  proficiency  previously  achieved. 
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Applications 

The  specific  learning  outcomes  under  the  heading  Applications  deal  with  what  the 
students  will  be  able  to  do  with  German,  that  is,  the  functions  they  will  be  able  to  perform 
and  the  contexts  in  which  they  will  be  able  to  operate. 

Different  models  of  communicative  competence*  have  organized  language  functions  in  a 
variety  of  ways.  The  organizational  structure  chosen  here  reflects  the  needs  and  interests 
of  students  in  a  classroom  where  activities  are  focused  on  meaning  and  are  interactive. 
For  example,  the  strand  entitled  manage  group  actions  has  been  included  to  ensure  that 
students  acquire  German  necessary  to  function  independently  in  small  groups,  since  this 
is  an  effective  way  of  organizing  second  language  classrooms.  The  cluster  of  strands  under 
the  heading  to  extend  knowledge  of  the  world  will  accommodate  a  content-based  approach 
to  language  learning  where  students  learn  content  from  another  subject  area  as  they  learn 
the  German  language. 

The  level  of  linguistic*,  sociolinguistic*  and  discourse  competence*  which  students  will 
exhibit  when  carrying  out  the  functions  is  defined  in  the  specific  learning  outcomes  for 
Linguistic  Competence  for  each  grade.  To  know  how  well  students  will  be  able  to 
perform  the  specific  function,  the  Application  outcomes  must  be  read  in  conjunction  with 
the  Linguistic  Competence  outcomes.

The  concept  of  global  citizenship  encompasses  citizenship  at  all  levels,  from  the  local 
school  and  community  to  Canada  and  the  world.  The  learning  outcomes  for  Global 
Citizenship  deal  with  the  development  of  intercultural  competence.*  This  means  that 
students  acquire  some  of  the  knowledge,  attitudes  and  skills  needed  to  be  effective  global 
citizens.

perceive  and  note  down  unknown  words  and  expressions,  noting  also  their  context  and 

function 
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Metacognitive 

Students  will: 

check  copied  writing  for  accuracy 

make  choices  about  how  they  learn 

rehearse  or  role  play  language 

decide  in  advance  to  attend  to  the  learning  task 

reflect  on  learning  tasks  with  the  guidance  of  the  teacher 

make  a  plan  in  advance  about  how  to  approach  a  language  learning  task 

reflect  on  the  listening,  reading  and  writing  process 

decide  in  advance  to  attend  to  specific  aspects  of  input 

listen  or  read  for  key  words 

evaluate  their  own  performance  or  comprehension  at  the  end  of  a  task 

keep  a  learning  log 

experience  various  methods  of  language  acquisition  and  identify  one  or  more  they 

consider  particularly  useful  personally 

be  aware  of  the  potential  of  learning  through  direct  exposure  to  the  language 

know  how  strategies  may  enable  them  to  cope  with  texts  containing  unknown  elements 

identify  problems  that  might  hinder  successful  completion  of  a  task  and  seek  solutions 

monitor  their  own  speech  and  writing  to  check  for  persistent  errors 

be  aware  of  their  own  strengths  and  weaknesses,  identify  their  own  needs  and  goals, 

and  organize  their  strategies  and  procedures  accordingly 
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Social/affective 

Students  will: 

initiate  or  maintain  interaction  with  others 

participate  in  shared  reading  experiences 

seek  the  assistance  of  a  friend  to  interpret  a  text 

reread  familiar  self-chosen  texts  to  enhance  understanding  and  enjoyment 

work  cooperatively  with  peers  in  small  groups 

understand  that  making  mistakes  is  a  natural  part  of  language  learning 

experiment  with  various  forms  of  expression,  note  their  acceptance  or  non-acceptance 

by  more  experienced  speakers 

participate  actively  in  conferencing  and  brainstorming  as  a  pre-  and  post-writing 

exercise 

use  self-talk  to  make  themselves  feel  competent  to  do  the  task 

be  willing  to  take  risks,  try  unfamiliar  tasks  and  approaches 

repeat  back  new  words  and  expressions  occurring  in  conversations  in  which  they 

participate,  make  use  of  the  new  words  as  soon  as  appropriate 

reduce  anxiety  by  using  mental  techniques,  such  as  positive  self-talk  or  humour 

work  with  others  to  solve  problems,  get  feedback  on  tasks 

provide  personal  motivation  by  arranging  rewards  for  themselves  when  successful 
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Language  Use  Strategies 


Receptive 

Students  will: 

determine  the  purpose  of  listening 

assess  their  own  information  needs  before  listening,  viewing  or  reading 

prepare  questions  or  a  guide  to  note  down  information  found  in  the  text 

make  predictions  about  what  they  expect  to  hear  or  read  based  on  prior  knowledge  and 

personal  experience 

listen  selectively  based  on  purpose 

listen  or  look  for  key  words 

use  key  content  words  or  discourse  markers  to  follow  an  extended  text 

use  skimming  and  scanning  to  locate  key  information  in  texts 

use  illustrations  to  aid  reading  comprehension 

infer  probable  meaning  of  unknown  words  or  expressions  from  contextual  clues 

use  knowledge  of  the  sound-symbol  system  to  aid  reading  comprehension 

reread  several  times  to  understand  complex  ideas 

observe  gestures,  intonation,  visual  supports  to  aid  comprehension 

summarize  information  gathered 

make  connections  between  texts  on  the  one  hand,  and  prior  knowledge  and  personal 

experience  on  the  other 
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Productive 

Students  will: 

•  mimic  what  the  teacher  says 

•  use  non-verbal  means  to  communicate 

•  copy  what  others  say  or  write 

•  use  words  visible  in  the  immediate  environment 

•  be  aware  of  and  use  the  steps  of  the  writing  process:  pre-writing  (gathering  ideas, 
planning  the  text,  research,  organizing  the  text),  writing,  revision  (rereading,  moving 
pieces  of  text,  rewriting  pieces  of  text),  correction  (grammar,  spelling,  punctuation), 
publication  (reprinting,  adding  illustrations,  binding) 

•  use  various  techniques  to  explore  ideas  at  the  planning  stage,  such  as  brainstorming  or 
keeping  a  notebook  or  log  of  ideas 

•  use  familiar  repetitive  patterns  from  stories,  songs,  rhymes  or  media 

•  use  illustrations  to  provide  detail  when  producing  their  own  texts 

•  use  familiar  sentence  patterns  to  form  new  sentences 

•  take  notes  when  reading  or  listening  to  assist  in  producing  their  own  text 

•  compensate  for  avoiding  difficult  structures  by  rephrasing 

•  use  resources  to  increase  vocabulary 

•  use  descriptions,  explanations  or  various  words  and  phrases  to  compensate  for  lack  of 
specific  terms  (circumlocution) 

•  use  a  variety  of  resources  to  correct  texts,  e.g.  personal  and  commercial  dictionaries, 
checklists,  grammars 

•  apply  grammar  rules  to  improve  accuracy  at  the  correction  stage 

•  revise  and  correct  final  version  of  text 
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Interactive 

Students  will: 

•  indicate  lack  of  understanding  verbally  or  nonverbally,  z.B.  Entschuldigung,  Wie  bitte?, 
Das  babe  ich  nicht  verstanden,  raised  eyebrows,  blank  look 

•  interpret  and  use  a  variety  of  non-verbal  clues  to  communicate,  e.g.  mime,  pointing, 
gestures,  drawing  pictures 

•  ask  for  clarification  or  repetition  when  they  do  not  understand,  z.B.  Was  meinen  Sie 
damit?  Wiederholen  Sie,  bitte! 

•  ask  for  confirmation  that  a  form  used  is  correct,  z.B.  Kann  man  das  sagen?  Wie  heiBt 
das  auf  Deutsch? 

•  use  the  other  speakers'  words  in  subsequent  conversation 

•  use  descriptions,  explanations  or  various  words  and  phrases  to  compensate  for  lack  of 
specific  terms  (circumlocution) 

•  assess  feedback  from  conversation  partner  to  recognize  whether  the  message  has  been 
understood  or  not 

•  start  again  using  a  different  tactic  when  communication  breaks  down 

•  understand  the  use  of  fillers,  hesitation  devices  and  gambits  to  sustain  conversations, 
z.B.  Naja,  gut,  nicht  wahr 
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General  Learning  Strategies 

Cognitive 

Students  will: 

•  classify  objects,  ideas  according  to  their  attributes,  e.g.  red  objects  and  blue  objects  or 
animals  that  eat  meat  and  animals  that  eat  plants 

•  use  models 

•  connect  what  they  already  know  with  what  they  are  learning 

•  experiment  with  and  concentrate  on  one  thing  at  a  time 

•  focus  on  and  complete  learning  tasks 

•  write  down  key  words  and  concepts  in  abbreviated  form  (verbal,  graphic  or  numerical) 
to  assist  performance  of  a  learning  task 

•  use  mental  images  to  remember  new  information 

•  distinguish  between  fact  and  opinion  when  using  a  variety  of  sources  of  information 

•  formulate  key  questions  to  guide  research 

•  make  inferences,  identify  and  justify  the  evidence  on  which  their  inferences  are  based 

•  use  word  maps,  mind  maps,  diagrams,  charts  or  other  graphic  representations  to  make 
information  easier  to  understand  and  remember 

•  seek  information  through  a  network  of  sources  including  libraries,  the  world  wide  web, 
individuals  and  agencies 

•  use  previously  acquired  knowledge  or  skills  to  assist  with  a  new  learning  task 
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Metacognitive 

Students  will: 

reflect  on  learning  tasks  with  the  guidance  of  the  teacher 

choose  from  various  study  techniques 

discover  how  their  efforts  can  affect  their  learning 

reflect  upon  their  thinking  processes  and  how  they  learn 

decide  in  advance  to  attend  to  the  learning  task 

divide  an  overall  learning  task  into  a  number  of  sub-tasks 

make  a  plan  in  advance  about  how  to  approach  a  task 

identify  their  own  needs  and  interests 

manage  the  physical  environment  in  which  they  have  to  work 

keep  a  learning  journal  such  as  a  diary  or  a  log 

develop  criteria  for  evaluating  their  own  work 

work  with  others  to  monitor  their  own  learning 

take  responsibility  for  planning,  monitoring  and  evaluating  learning  experiences 


Social/affective 

Students  will: 

watch  others'  actions  and  copy  them 

seek  help  from  others 

follow  their  natural  curiosity  and  intrinsic  motivation  to  learn 

participate  in  cooperative  group  learning  tasks 

choose  learning  activities  that  enhance  understanding  and  enjoyment 

encourage  themselves  to  try,  even  though  they  might  make  mistakes 

take  part  in  group  decision-making  processes 

use  support  strategies  to  help  peers  persevere  at  learning  tasks,  e.g.  offer 

encouragement,  praise,  ideas 

take  part  in  group  problem-solving  processes 

use  self-talk  to  make  themselves  feel  competent  to  do  the  task 

be  willing  to  take  risks,  try  unfamiliar  tasks  and  approaches 

monitor  their  level  of  anxiety  about  learning  tasks  and  take  measures  to  lower  it  if 

necessary,  e.g.  deep  breathing,  laughter 

use  social  interaction  skills  to  enhance  group  learning  activities
